SENATORS RALLY 
BEHIND ROOSEVELT 
IN SPEAKING DRIVE 


Group Will Carry Admin- 
istration Fight to Nation 
in Answer to Republic- 
ans’ Attack on New Deal 


WASHINGTON, July 3.—(P)—A 
group of democratic senators are plan- 
ning to take to the country an out- 
line of the Roosevelt recovery pro- 


gram that will be designed to meet 
republican assaults upon the New 
eal. 

This will be in addition to the reg- 
ular campaigns of democrats running 
for re-election—senators and congress- 
men—and to the around-the-country 
trips of cabinet members and admin- 
istration advisors. 

The tentative plan will call into ac- 
tion the senators not up for re-elec- 
tion and who have been particuiarly 
active in boosting through congress 
special phases of the administrations 
program. 

While the names of those at the 
top of the speaking list are still high- 
ly tentative, they are expected to in- 
clude upwards of a dozen specialists 
on the New Deal, in addition to gen- 
eral campaigning by such leaders as 
Robinson, of Arkansas. Barkley, of 
Kentucky, opened the counter attack 
tonight with a national radio address. 

Russell Will Aid. 

The roll call for the agricultural 
shock troops includes such men as 
Byrnes, of South Carolina; Russell, 
of Georgia, and Barkley, of Kentucky. 

To discuss the financial program, 
there will be Harrison, of Mississipp}, 
chairman of the senate finance com- 
mittee, who .will be free of any re- 
election problems for himself. 

In the labor picture—recently ac- 
centuated with the creation of a new 
national labor board through the joint 
handiwork of congress and President 
Roosevelt—are Wagner, of New York, 
and Costigan, of Colorado, both vet- 
erans of battles for labor legislation, 
While the tentative program is built 
around a corps of senatorial experts, 
it also is based on a belief that there 
should be a co-ordination of the speak- 
ing engagements of senators. 

Fletcher Stirs Comment. 

The address last night of Henry P. 
Fletcher, new chairman of the repub- 
lican national committee, had its ver- 
bal flarebacks among the _ capital’s 
politicians today. Representative 
Britten, republican, Illinois, said it 
“tore the mask off the illusion of 
prosperity” and that the republican 
chairman “cracked down” on the “regi- 
mentation of pauperism as a danger- 
ous substitute for unemployment.” 

But Representative Byrns, demo- 
cratic floor leader of the house, in- 
terpreted the Fletcher talk over a na- 
tional radio hookup as “just: another 
attack on President Roosevelt.” 

“The people.” he said, “are not in 
a humor to listen to anybody com- 
plain without having something to 
suggest.” 

Postmaster-Genera] Farley, demo- 
cratic national chairman, said of 
Fletcher in a prepared statement: 

“T welcome him to the fellowship 
of the statesmen who are up for re- 
election and note his views coincide 
with those of Senators Robinson, of 
Indiana; Hastings, of Delaware; 
Dickinson. of Iowa: Kean, of New 
Jersey; Walcott, of Connecticut; 
White,- of Maine; Austin, of Ver- 
mont: Goldsborough, of Maryland, 
and various others who may not be 
with us longer than it will take the 
people at the polls to render their 
opinion of their statesmanship. 

. “I don't think he has said the 
things on which he bases his arraign- 
ment of the Roosevelt administration 
quite as well as some of the others

to get back into power by scaring

“We are perfectly willing to leave 
it to the people whether the New 
Deal, that has brought re-employ- 
ment to so many who were in the 
breadlines last year, that has raised 
wages, diminished hours’ of labor, 
abolished the sweat shop and elimi- 
nated the disgraceful child labor from 
American industry, is a good thing 
or not.

Atlantan Files

Asking relief which, if granted and 
upheld, would, in the opinion of some 
Atlanta lawyers, mean a mortgage 
moratorium in the state of Georgia, 
Judge E. C. Kontz filed a _ petition 
Tuesday in Fulton superior court 
seeking an extension until May 1, 
1935, of foreclosure proceedings 
brought by the Citizens & Southern 
National bank as trustee against 17 
parcels of Fulton county real estate 
and his $40,000 home at  Lake- 
mont. The petition was filed by Vic- 
tor Smith, lawyer. 

Judge Kontz was granted a tem- 
porary injunction restraining sale of 
his property which was set tor Tues- 
day, and Judge Virlyn B. Moore set 
a hearing for Friday. 

Philip Alston, of the firm of Alston, 
Alston, Foster Moise, which repre- 
sents the defendant bank, said Tues- 
day that if the relief prayed for were 
granted it would mean a virtual mora- 
torium for real estate mortgages and 
under existing conditions would prac- 
tically end foreclosure sales in the 
State. 

Judge Kontz sets forth in his pe- 
tition that the Citizens & Southern 
bank and the First National bank hold 
real estate securities under the trust 
deed under which foreclosure is sought 
valued at the time of the indenture 
at $240,000, besides $25,000 life in- 
surance held as additional collateral, 
and relates that the debt secured

Thomas H. MacDonald, federal roads 
bureau chief, said today the bureau 
had not determined whether Whitley 
Construction Company, of LaGrange, 
Ga., would be permitted to bid«in the 
future of federal aid road construc- 
tion jobs. 

The company recently was found by 
the NRA compliance division to have 
violated the construction code in work 
on state financed highway projects. 

Informed a bureau official had been 
quoted as stating Whitley would be 
barred from bidding on $1,000,000 in 
Georgia highway work July 12, Mac- 
Donald said no official but himself 
had authority to speak for the bureau, 
and that he was not ready to say what 
the policy would be with relation to 
the Whitley company. The roads 
chief told newspapermen he had re- 
ceived no official communication from 
NRA that the company’s Blue Eagle 
had been forfeited. Until this was 


received and the bureau completed its 
own inquiry into the case, he said, 
no procedure in the matter will be 
determined upon. 

Under general administration policy, 
firms without certificates of N 
codes compliance cannot bid on work 
financed in whole or in part by gov- 
ernment funds.

Police. Battle Rioters as 
Several Cargoes 
Dumped En «Route to 
Waterfront. ee 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 3.—(/)— 
Amid fierce fighting between police 
and union pickets, and in the face of 
repeated appeals by President Rvoose- 
velt’s labor disputes board for a peace- 
ful settlement, heavily laden trucks 
today began moving cargo from the 
strike-locked piers of the San Fran- 
cisco waterfront. : 

At least two officers were hurt and 
an undetermined number of pickets in- 
jured as several hundred strikers ad- 
vanced upon the  blockade-running 
trucks and were met by more than 
600 city policemen who fired shotguns 
into the air, hurled gas bombs and 
split numerous scalps with swinging 
clubs. 

The movement of cargo represented 
the San Francisco Industrial Associa- 
tion’s effort to open the port, closed 
since the beginning of the Pacific 
coast longshoremen’s _ strike last 
May 9. 

Port “Technically Open.” 

After announcing five trucks had run 
the gauntlet of strike picketers Frank 
Carmody, representative of the Indus- 
trial Association, announced his or- 
ganization considered the port ‘“‘tech- 
hnically open” and that more trucks 
were available to clear the piers. — 

At the same time, cargo moving 
activities were going on in Seattle, 
Bellingham, and Portland. Police ex- 
perienced no trouble in pushing back 
the picket lines at Seattle to facilitate 
the movement of goods from the piers 
to warehouses. 

In Portland 54 registered longshore- 
men began unloading the British 
motorship Silver Cedar and another 
créw worked the *freighter Illinois. 
Picket lines swelled there but no vio- 
lence occurred. 

The forcible movement of cargo 
here followed closely two pleas by 
the president's labor disputes board, 
composed of Archbishop Edward K. 
Hanna, O. K. Cushing and E. F. 
McGrady, assistant secretary of la- 
bor, for settlement of the complicated 
strike issues by negotiations. 

Return of Workers Asked. 

A few hours before the trouble be- 
gan, the board asked the 27,000 Va- 
cific coast strikers to return to work 
and submit their grievances to arbi- 
tration. Just as the battling started 
the president’s committee announced 
it had been “urged to insist” that the 
employers deal collectively with the 
strikers. Previously Attorney-General 
Cummings had ruled the board had 
no power to compel the employers to 
deal collectively with the various 
unions on strike. 

At the same time, the president’s 
committee warned all factions its plea 
for mediation was in fact ‘an appeal 
by the federal government § and 
should be recognized and responded 
to accordingly.” 

The board’s appeals bore no’ imme- 
diate fruit. The Industrial Associa- 
tion, which in the last few days had 
postponed on five different occasions 
its start toward “opening the port,” 
announced its determination to go 
ahead and called for police protection, 
Chief of Police William J. Quinn im- 
mediately concentrated more than 600 
officers at the waterfront. 


$14,403,660 Is Loaned 
Georgia Home Owners 


A total of 6,640 homes in Georgia 
has been’ refinanced by the Home 
Owners’ Loan Corporation through 
June 30, according to a report issued 
by officials at the stute headquarters 
in Atlanta. Bonds anid cash amount- 
ing to $14,403,660.12 have been -ad- 
vanced to mortgagees, taxing author- 
ities and other creditors to save these 
homes from foreclosure or tax sale, 
and expended on necessary repairs, 
the report showed. 

Investigation of -applications and 
closing of loans have been speeded 


up, and the Georgia agency saved—{ 


in Georgia-—1,768 homes for a total 
amount of $3,989.258.73 during the 
month of June, which is by far the 
best record for any month since this 
federal agency was established. The

BALANCE OF POWER 


Hitler Announces Future 
Offenders Against Gov- 
ernment Will Be Hand- 
ed Over to Courts.

BERLIN, July 4.—(Wednesday.)— 
Out of a momentous night confer- 
Adolf Hit- 
ler and President Paul Von Hinden- 
burg at the latter's country estate, 
Germany looked today for an answer 
to the big question mark arising from 
the “second nazi revolution’—the po- 
litical fate of Vice Chancellor Franz 
Von Papen, staunch friend of Von 
Hindenburg. 

The future of Von Papen was ac- 
knowledged to be of paramount impor- 
tance to the nation, and, in turn, the 
world, for if he remained in the gov- 
ernment Hitler would be hindered in 
his reported scheme for tightening the 
nazi reins and if he went out a sweep- 
ing cabinet shakeup was foreseen. 

As the vigorous Hitler and the aged 
president came together after an air- 
plane dash from Berlin to Neudeck 
by the chancellor, speculation arose as 
to whether Von Papen already had 
tendered his resignation and Von 
Hindenburg had called Hitler to rem- 
onstrate for his friend. 

Ready to Step Out. 

Circles close to Von Papen insist- 

ed, however, that he had not yet left 


the cabinet, but that Von Papen, al- 


ways the soldier, had told Hitler yes- 
terday of his willingness to step out 
should the venerable president see fit 
and then had put the matter up to 
Von Hindenburg. 

Reliable sources pointed out that 
under the terms by which Hindenburg 
accepted the Hitler regime early in 
1935, Von Papen was to be in the 
cabinet to act as the president’s con- 
fidant and informant, a check and bal- 
ance. _Thix was recalled in emphasiz- 
ing that Von Papen told his chief, 
the president: 

“It is for you, my commandant, to 
discharge me honorably from a post to 
which you assigned me and which I 
have faithfully tried to fill: you must 
do what you see fit. It is not for 
me to quit.” 

Gocring te Succeed. 

Ministers who saw Von Papen yes- 
terday when he called on Hitler prior 
to a cabinet meeting said the vice 
chancellor was haggard, wan and ex- 
hausted from the strain of the recent 
dramatic events. 

Meanwhile there appeared no doubt 
that Hitler’s colleague in Saturday's 
“purge-by-blood,” Herman Wilhelm 
Goering, premier of Prussia, would 
succeed Von Papen if Von Hinden- 
burg relieves the latter of his cabinet 
post. 

During the day-long cabinet session, 
called to reorganize the blood-purged 
nazi government, correspondents wait- 
ed for the word they had been told 
to expect—that Von Papen. conserva- 
tive critic of some nazi policies, was 
out. 

No Resignation. 

Finally a propaganda ministry 
spokesman said of Von Papen’s re- 
moval from power: “It may, in fact, 
never become a_ fact.” 

“Ome of our leaders,” he added, “has 
gone outside of Berlin by airplane and 
that may change things. at is all 
I can say now.” 

The leader was Hitler. 

His trip was to the country estate 
of the president. from which word 
came yesterday that Von Hindenburg 
was holding the reichswehr (regular 
army) responsible for the safety of

COUNTERFEIT RING 
-(S CHARGED TO FE 


Secret Service and Augusta 
Officers Arrest Three Men 


and Two Women. 


AUGUSTA, Ga. July 3—(P)— 
Five persons charged with being mem- 
bers of a counterfeit ring operating 
in Georgia were arrested in a hotel 
room here by secret service agents and 
local officers who found burglar tools, 
safe blowing equipment, sawed-off 
shotguns and a blood-stained black- 
jack in their possession. 

An automobile stolen from an At- 
Janta policeman also was recovered 
with the arrest of the five. Three men 
and two women were’ placed under 
bond of $10,000 each. 

George Brodnax, of Atlanta, chief 
of the secret service, gave credit for 
the arrests to local detectives and said 
the three men all had criminal rec- 
ords. He said officers found $490 in 
$10 counterfeit notes of the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York, but car- 
rying the seal of the Philadelphia Re- 
serve bank, in possession of the group. 

Chief Brodnax gave their names as 
Jeremiah J. Baskin, 30, of Atlanta; 
Charles Buckner, 24, and his wife, of 
Atlanta; Harry Stokes, 39, Augusta, 
and an 18-year-old girl, Cecile Wil- 
liams. The latter. the officer said, 
is a daughter of Mrs. Buckner by a 
former marriage. All of the women 
denied any knowledge concerning al- 
leged counterfeiting activities of the 
men.

WASHINGTON, July 3.—(®)— 
The navy is sending six submarines 
to Alaska in conjunction with a flight 
of 12 naval patrol planes from San 
Diego, Cal., to Dutch’ Harbor. 

The sub-surface craft, which were 
to arrive at San Francisco’ today 
from San Diego on the first leg of 
the eruise, will move down to Pearl 
Harbor, Hawaii, after the Alaskan 
journey. 

The submarines will be joined at 
Seattle July 12 by the tender Bush- 
nell, flagship of Rear Admiral Cyrus 
W. Cole, commander of the subma- 
rine force. 

The submarines will stop at Keteh- 
ikan, Sitka, Juneau, Cordova, Sew- 
ard, Kodiak and arrive at Dutch 
Harbor, Alaska, August 11. 

The vessels will leave Dutch Har- 
bor August 24 and reach Pearl Har- 
bor September 3. They will return 
to San Diego September 19.

FLORIDA RATE ROW 


IN STATE COURTS 


U. S. Tribunal Invokes 
Johnson Act; Wilhoit 
Sees Parallel in Georgia. 


A Florida federal court decision 
forcing a public utility into the state 
courts in its fight against rate re- 
ductions, one of the first in the coun- 
try based on the newly enacted John- 
son act, Tuesday keenly interested 
Georgia officials. 

The Peninsula Telephone Company 
carried its fight on the Florida rail- 
road commission's rates Tuesday into 
state courts after a three-judge fed- 
eral court said that the Johnson act 
had been considered in refusing to al- 
low the phone company to file addi- 
tional information in an injunction 
suit. 

Jud P. Wilhoit,@chairman of the 
Georgia public service commission, 
which had ordered numerous utility 
rate reductions only to have them 
taken into federal courts, said the 
case was pafallel to contempt proceed- 
ings to be heard in federal court here 
Thursday. 

Wilhoit pointed out that the orig- 
inal rate reductions were enjoined 
that the orders were revoked and new 
orders issued after the Johnson act, 
greeted with pleasure by Georgia of- 
ficials who were seeking to reduce 
rates, was passed. 


He said the telephone companies 
bringing the contempt proceedings 
were basing their pleas on the origi- 
nal injunctions and that he did not 
believe the new orders would be 
classed with the previous ones. 

Wilhoit contended the new rate or- 
ders, if they are to be contested, should 
be taken to the state courts, 


The Florida federal court which in | 


April denied an injunction against the 
state railroad commission to prevent 
it from enforcing rate cut orders, 
Monday said the Johnson bill had 
been considered in refusing to admit 
additional information, 

The original bill filed in December, 
Judge Nathan P. Bryan said, was not 
affected because the Johnson bill, 
which prevents federal courts from 


enjoining utility rate reductions or- 


dered by state commissions, was not 
retroactive, but there was some ques- 
tion as to whether the supplemental 
bill could be filed. 

The company Tuesday entered the 
circuit court at Tallahassee, the only 
eourse left open by the Johnson law. 

Court attaches said they believed it 
was one of the first cases forced into 
state courts by the new law. 


HITLER SEEKS AID

Von Papen, then a prisoner in his 
own home. 
Status Not Clear. 

The exact status of Von Papen was 
not clear after these unexpeeted de- 
velopments. While at first it was 
stated that he attended the cabinet 
session, it was learned later that he 
was not present, although -he had 
talked with Hitler earlier in the day. 
Guards still stood around his home. 

Before this sudden development 
threw out of gear the plans for re- 
organizing the government, Hitler had 
announced that the reign of terror 
which swept scores of trusted but 
traitorous nazi leaders to their graves 
was at end, 

At the same time, though, the na- 
tion was warned that Germany is 
ruled with an iron fist and a strong 
will. 

After stating the stern measures 
were no longer in effect, the govern- 
ment continued to withhold its prom- 
ised list of those “liquidated” by bul- 
lets as Hitler struck at “traitors” 
among radicals and conservatives 
alike. 

“Below Sixty” Dead. 

It was stated that the total number 
killed was “below sixty,” a figure 
which did not agree at all with state- 
ments of eyewitnesses of some of the 
executions, to the effect that hun- 
dreds fell. 

The status of the storm troopers, 
once the backbone of the nazi party, 
appeared in doubt. 

Well-informed persons stated that 
not more than 20 per cent of the 
2,000,000 members of the brown-shirt- 
ed army will be called back to duty 
at the end of the July vacation. 

On the other hand, at Munich, blue- 
eyed, sharp-featured Viktor Luetze, 
new commander of Chancellor Hitler's 
storm troop organization, said after 
a conference with Hitler that so far 
as he knows there is no reduction 
planned in the personnel of the brown 
shirts. 

“The storm troopers,” said Luetze, 
“are and always will be what they 
were meant to be—the shock troops of 
the national socialist movement.” 

Anti-Storm Trooper. 

The trend of the government, how- 
ever, was strictly anti-storm trooper. 

Inspired newspapers which a few 
days ago were generous in their praise 
of Ernst Roehm, supreme commander, 
and others who were executed Satur- 
day, today published long denuncia- 
tions of the conduct of the brown- 
shirted army and its leaders. 

The turning loose of more than a 
million and a half of these men, here- 
tofore fed and clothed by the nazi 
party, would mean a serious set-back 
to Hitler's campaign against unem- 
ployment. 

It would all but off-set the claimed 
gains made in the last year, and it is 
evident that subsidies to industries for 
payment of wages cannot last much 
longer. 

“Roehm Revolt” Ended. 

Hitler's order ending the measures 
adopted to suppress the mutiny was 
brief and for the first time definite-

CATHOLIC PRIESTS 


WARNED BY NAZI 


RATIBOR, Germany, July 3.— 
(P)}—A blunt warning that firing 
squads might be the fate of Catho- 
lic priests who “plot” against the 
nazi regime was made here by 
Helmut Brueckner, governor of 
Silesia. 

Addressing a meeting of nazi 
party sub-leaders of upper Silesia, 
Brueckner held up Chancellor Hit- 
ler’s swift action against conspira- 
tors as a serious_and last warn- 
ing. 

Referring to priests as “sensitive 
old men,” he threatened to catch 
“misleaders” and expressed the 
hope his warning would be suffi- 
cient for the whole of upper 
Silesia, 

“What good does it do me when 
I lock up a few centrist traitors?’ 
asked Brueckner. “I had rather 
have them enjoy their liberty so l 
can catch the whole bunch.” 


Hohenzollern administration here, de- 
nied flatly the latest report—that for- 
mer Crown Prince Frederick Wilhelm 
had been expelled and had gone to 
Doorn by airplane. 

“As a matter of fact,” said the 
general, “I talked over a lot of busi- 
ness matters with his imperial high- 
ness this very morping. 

“He has no idea of leaving Ger- 
many. Why should he? The impe- 
rial family is in no way involved in 
the events of the last few days. Not 
a shadow of suspicion falls on the 
crown prince.” 

The warning that an iron fist and 
strong will rule Germany was made 
in Chancellor Hitler's newspaper, 
Voelkischer Deobachter. 


Dead Men Reviled. 

The newspapers turned their blasts 
furiously on the executed storm troop 
leaders, accusing them of bribery, 
misappropriation of party funds, and 
engaging in “unbridled luxury’ in 
dens of carousal which many of the 
staff quarters really were.” 

The “Deursche Zeitung,” operated 
by Minister of Agriculture Walter 
Daare, said that “certain leaders 
turned traitor because they placed 
luxury above simplicity and vice above 
loyalty.” 

One new name was added today to 
the list of prominent persons reported 
killed. Munich heard Gustav Von 
Kahr, the former Bavarian premier 
who turned against Hitler after help- 
ing him plot the 1923 “beer cellar 
putseh,” was killed. This could not 
be confirmed officially. 

The famous “brown house” at Mu- 
nich, scene of scores of important 
nazi party councils in the past, was 
deserted, emphasizing the degredation 
of the storm troop element. 

Priest Said Slain. 

A Catholic priest, Father Mubler, 
was reported to have been killed in 
a cell where he was confined on a 
charge of criticizing Hitler. 

Two members of the radical press 
department of the storm troopers were 
similarly added to the unofficial and 
unconfirmed list of the dead. 

The growing importance of the 
reichswehr (regular army) in _ the 
scheme of things was emphasized by 
an expression of gratitude from Adolf 
Wagner, nazi district leader, who is 
believed by many to have initiated 
the bloody purge of the party. 

Closer study of the names of those 
shot as “traitors’’ made it apparent 
today that the ‘revolt’ was planned 
by three groups, not working together, 
but kept mutually informed of plans 
by go-betweens. 

Wanted More Power. 

One group said to have been repre- 
sented by Roehm, another by General 
Kurt Von Schleicher, former premier, 
and the third by Eric Klausener, head 
of the Catholic action party. | 

Roehm and his fellow conspirators 
wanted bigger places in the govern- 
ment, particularly in the reichswehr 
and also wanted more radical economic 
policies—they have been called nation- 
al bolsheviks. 

The Von Schleicher group regarded 
the foreign policy of Hitler as danger- 
ous and believed suppression of free 
speech and a free press should cease. 

This second group advocated the 
same policies as Von Papen, but the 
government has formally absolved the 
vice chancellor of guilt. 

On behalf of the dead Klausener 
there have been vigorous denials that 
he was engaged in any political activ- 
ity, but it is known he and many oth- 
er churchmen were greatly disturbed 
by the anti-Christian trend of some 
nazi leaders. 

No Bed of Roses. 

The new situation as it involves eco- 
nomic matters and foreign relations 
is no bed of roses for the govern- 
ment. 

The seriousness of the throwing of 
disbanded storm troopers on the la- 
bor market at this time is fully real- 
ized by Hitler and his colleagues, but 
the possible enlargement of the reich- 
wehr, which may result, brightens the 
picture. 

Hitler's brown-shirted party army 
has had favors in the way of better 
pay and more freedom of action which 
have been denied to the 100,000 men 
in the regular army.

GERMAN JEWISH MILLS 
10 MOVE 10 BRITAIN 


LONDON, July 3.—(UP)—German 
Jews expect little change in the per- 
secution of their race under the nazi 
regime as a result of the turn to- 
ward the right in Berlin, it was in- 
dicated here today. 

This was seen in news from the 
home secretary, announcing the de- 
partment had just issued a permit to 
Jewish owners of 19 German textile 
mills to move their entire plants from 
Germany to Great Britain. 

Granting the permits culminated 
three months of negotiations with the 
German-Jewish manufacturers, whose 
total business averages about $5,000,- 
000 in export trade a year. The firms 
intend to lease idle factories in Lan- 
cashire, Yorkshire and in the vicinity 
of London, and start producing in a 
few weeks, 

Removal of the mills from Germany 
was arranged with the eonsent of 
Chancellor Adolf Hitler, because the 
manufacturers pledged to purchase a 
fixed proportion of raw materials in 
Germany. 

The project was designed mainly fo 
evade the Jewish anti-German boycott 
abroad, as the move will enable the 
producers to use the ‘“‘made in Brit- 
tain” trade marks. 

Their output will be chiefly wom- 
en's and children’s clothing. 

Simultaneously, the ministry of la- 
bor issued permits to a limited num- 
ber of German “key” workers from 
Germany to enter Britain to start the 
factories, but the vast majority of em- 
ployes will be British.

General Werner Von Blomberg, 
minister of defense, was delegated by 
his colleagues to thank Hitler for ‘‘sav- 
ing the country from civil war.” 

“In the name of the cabinet and 
of the defense forces,” the minister ex- 
pressed gratitude for the “courageous 
and decisive action through which the 
nation was spared a civil war.” 

The chancellor, he added, had prov- 
ed himself both a statesman and a 
soldier who had won a “pledge of 
devotion” from the whole nation. 

The cabinet found time to adopt a 
number of laws, one of which forbids 
solicitation of funds on streets, in res- 
taurants and other public places. 

This law will find just about uni- 
versal indorsement by the German 
public, which has been sorely tried 
by the constant taking of collections

VATICAN CITY, July 3.—(4)— 
Chancellor Hitler’s execution squads 
have not eliminated the causes of the 
crisis, Osservatore Romano, official 
Vatican organ, said today, because 
those crises are to be found deep in 
the immorality of new Germany. 

“The situation presents unknown 
possibilities,” said the newspaper. “Al- 
though order has been assured by ex- 
ecution platoons, these have not elimi- 
nated the causes of the crisis. 

“These causes are very profound 
inasmuch as they touch the spiritual 
roots of civilization and the moral 
customs of a_ political ruling class 
which has not disdained to wander 
off from Christian precepts on the 
wobbling wings of an atheistic and 
racist philosophy. 

“The Hitlerian troops have been

A TALE OF TWO CITIES. 

One of the numerous CWA proj- 
ects was the census or housing 
survey conducted in 64 cities of the 
United States. This survey was 
more or less lost sight of in the 
rush of government work. But its 
first reports are now at hand and 
they are of more than passing inter- 
est. 

Richmond and Charleston were 
the two Southern cities reported on, 
The one was the capital ‘of the 
Confederacy; the other was the city 
which heard the first shot of the 
War Between the States. : 

Richmond's ‘population, covered 
by the survey, was listed at about 
185,000. There were 34,957 fam- 
ily residence units listed for Rich- 
mond, It was a bit startling to learn 
that only 716 of Richmond’s homes 


were 75 years or more old. | 

Charleston, with a population of 
65,000, had 2,023 homes more than 
75 years old. The family residential 
units were found to be 17,911. in 
number. 

It was found that in Richmond 
19,007 homes lacked bath tubs; 
79 per cent were lighted by elec- 
tricity, 44 per cent depended on 
coal or wood stoves for cooking; 
14,102 homes had mechanical re- 
frigeration, and 6,374 homes in- 
cluded backyard gardens of a size 
which permitted the production of 
garden produce in an amount tend- 
ing to really make a material dif- 
ference in food bills. Heat was sup- 
plied to 63 per cent of the homes by 
stoves. 

Charleston showed 10,076 homes 
lacked bathtubs or showers; heat 
was supplied to 13,516 homes by 
stoves; 63 per cent used coal or 
wood stoves for cooking; only 1,637 
homes had mechanical refrigeration 
and 258 had gardens. 

The reports show a decided de- 
crease in building operations. It 
was particularly marked in Charles- 
ton, where it was said, less than 
1,000 homes have been built In 
the past 15 years. 

One-fourth of Richmond’s dwell- 
ings rent for not more than $15 
per month; more than half of 
Charleston’s homes were in this list. 

This survey of course, included 
all dwellings used as unit homes. 
It was shown conclusively that the 
poorer dwelling places do not pro- 
vide sufficient opportunities for 
cleanliness and what we know as 
modern conveniences and com- 
forts. 

When reports of the larger cities 
are in we shall undoubtedly have 
a new impetus for the eradication 
of slums and the providing of more 
sanitary and comfortable dwelling 
places at a small rental. 

Much yaluable statistical matter 
is being provided in these reports. 


NEW MOVE TO CUT COUNTIES. 
The Atlanta Exchange Club has 
joined the ranks of those engaged 
in the fight to reduce the number 
of counties in Georgia, with a move- 
ment that will stir up more interest 
in this needed reform, and it has 
all the elements of just what is 
needed to get some real action. 
Leading off a resolution with six 
sections, each one beginning with a 
“whereas,’”’ in which is set forth 
pertinent reasons for a county re- 
duction, it winds up with a call 
for every exchange club in Georgia 
to get behind the movement in 
their section of the state, and to 
urge co-operation from other civic 
organizations in the work of having 
county consolidations publicly ap- 
proved and recommended. 

There are 159 counties, in every 
one of which there is a county 
seat—city or town. In most of 
these there is either an Exchange, 
Rotary, Kiwanis, Civitan, Lions, or 
other civic club; in some places

They welcome 
criticism, for it is like a rudder to

Specialists and faddists in ever-increasing number advocate diets, 
baths and exercises to promote and preserve good health. 

Perhaps some of their advice is good, but in ordinary cases the 
preservation of health requires no more than obedience to three simple 
rules that were known to our fathers. 

Do all things in moderation; live a natural life; and don’t worry. 

Man alone spoils his pleasures by gluttony. 

The only cigarettes he enjoys to the fullest are the first one in the 


morning and the first after meals. 


Yet he smokes one after another, 


all day long, until they begin to taste like fried sole leather and afford 


no enjoyment at ail. 


If he enjoys one drink he swallows half a dozen more that serve 
only to addle his wits and fill him with poison. : 

He eats so much and so fast that he never savors the full flavor of 
anything, and much of his food does him more harm than good. 


He would find everything more 


enjoyable if he denied himself and 


waited for keen desire, and the practice of moderation would enable 
him to gratify his appetites without a penalty. 

The second rule—that of living naturally—is more difficult to fal- 
low in an artificial civilization, but it can be done in the measure that 


health requires. 


Animals in a state of.nature live much in the open air, but they find 
shelter in winter and shade in summer. That much is easy to do. 


The one further requirement is 


exercise, and again animals set the 


example. They play in youth to develop their bodies. Once fully ma- 
tured, they exert themselves enough to get their food and no more. 
They take’ no violent exercise for its own sake, and therefore develop no 


heart trouble. 


The last rule is perhaps most important; for the state of the body 
is wholly at the mercy of the state of mind. 

Anger, fear and anxiety stop digestion and fill the body with poisons. 

Avoiding the poison is merely a matter of cultivating the habit of 


self-control. 


It is wholly a matter of choice. 


Whether you indulge in 


childish outbursts and foolish worries or maintain the calm of a well- 
poised grown-up, you act of your own free will in full knowledge of 


the consequence and thus deliberately choose your hurt or reward.

MUST BE EXCLUSIVE. 

NEW YORK, N. Y.,, July 3.— 
There is one great flaw in the govern- 
ment’s ambition to establish the Amer- 
ican a in nice, individual homes 
where the green grass grows all 
around; it will be practically impos- 
sible to keep out the riff-raff and any 
real estate agent who has dealt in 
such properties will tell you that the 
American citizen is quite particular 
about this. 

The American citizen is very demo- 
cratic and all that but he does not 
wish to live in the same block with 
socially undesirable families whose 
presence lowers the tone of the neigh- 
borhood and depresses property values.

EVEN PALM BEACH. 

Even in Palm Beach, Fla., there 
is an element of riff-raff. They are 
able to look down upon elements of 
the population back in their home 
communities but their own intrusion 
on that tropic isle has occasioned seri- 
ous unrest among the families who 
really belong. In fact, Palm Beach is 
not at all what it was before every 
Tom, Dick and Harry began to make 
money and buy or build homes promis- 
cuously. Naturally, they attracted 
their relatives and friends and, tragic 
to say, Palm Beach nowadays is over- 
run with undesirables. One never 
knows who will buy up a home at a 
forced sale and move in, kit and ka- 
boodle.

Farm Exports in May 
Lowest in 20 Years 


WASHINGTON, July 3—(P)— 
A decline in the volume of farm ex- 
ports during May to the lowest level 
for any month in 20 years was re- 
ported today by the bureau of agri- 
cultural economics. 

Based on 1909-1914 averages, the 
monthly index for May was 50, also 
the lowest for any May during the 
past 40 years. 

The decline was attributed largely 
to a falling off in cotton exports, only 
299,000 bales having been shipped com- 
pared with 628,000 bales in May, 1933. 

Total exports of cotton during the 
11 months ending May 30, however, 
were about normal. Shipments totaled 
7,584,000 bales valued at $4090,531,.000 
compared with 7,999,000 bales valued 
at $292,961,000 during the correspond- 
ing 11 months of 1932-1933.

Germany Is Compared With South 
After Civil War by Noted Author 


Perhaps the executions of storm 
troopers in Germany was the only 
way to avoid the loss of thousands of 


lives under a new revolution, said Dr. 
Colin Ross, famous German author 
and traveler, Tuesday. Dr. Ross is 
spending some time in the south to 
complete his investigations of the 
American economic and political situa- 
weary preparatory to writing a new 


ok. 

Dr. Ross declined to express an 
opinion on the present German situa- 
tion. He said that he could not cor- 
rectly judge the events from such a 
distance, but hoped that Hitler’s latest 


‘moves have averted a revolution, 


“Germany is now like the south 
after the Civil War,” he said. “She 
must think first for internal recov- 
ery.” 

In reviewing the American situa- 
tion, Dr. Ross expressed the highest 
admiration for President Roosevelt 
and for members of the “Brain Trust.” 
He commented on the fact that Amet- 
ican is following the example of 
Europe and Russia in particular in 
concentrating on her own territory. 

“I think that Roosevelt will find 
the particular-ism suited to the Amer- 
ican people,” said Dr. Ross. “He will 
not follow Italy's fascism or Germ- 
any’s nazism nor Russia’s communism. 
He will choose the way which is 
adapted to the Americans themselves.” 

He said that he believed the United 
States is heading for state capitalism, 
under which the government will con- 
trol industry and agriculture. The 
change from the present system to the 
new will be bloodless, he believes, if 
the people continue to give their sup- 
port and confidence to President 
Roosevelt. 

Dr. Ross, who has written books 
about practically every country in the 
world and who is familiar with the 
internal situations of all of the larger 
nations, expressed the opinion that 
war is not imminent between any of 
the powers. In regard to Russia and

Japan he denied emphatically that 
either country wanted to fight. 

“Japan must expand because of 
over-population,” he said. “If the 
United States and the other countries 
leave her alone she will not make 
trouble.” 

Among the books which. Dr. Ross 
has written are “The World on the 
Balance,” “The Will of the World,” 
and “Between the United States and 
the Pole.” The latter tells of his trav- 
els last year with his daughter in Can- 
ada and Labrador. 

Dr. Ross is on his way now to see 
his daughter who is studying zoology 
at the University of Chicago. 


Problems of Defense Outlined 
By Gen. Moseley Betore Civitans 


The fundamental problem in nation- 
al defense today is the correlation of 
fighting forces to industry, Major 
General George Van Horn Moseley, 
area commander, told Civitan Club 
members at a luncheon Tuesday. He 
asserted that the greatest step in this 
direction has been the organization of 
an industrial college for officers of the 
army and the navy where the war re- 
quirements of these two bodies are 
linked up with the nation’s supplies 
and raw materials. 

General Moseley said the United 
States has wonderful military organi- 
zation for war, since responsibility is 
given directly to the president. Lack 
of supplies or failure to coordinate in- 
dustry with the fighting unit will re- 
sult in defeat, he said. 

“T come te you as a director of a 
great corporation—the army,’ the 
area commander said. “You are stock- 
holders in it, and therefore you have 
a right to know what it is doing. It is 
your army.” 

He told of a joint board in Wash- 


ington whose duties are to handle the 


problems confronted in establishing 
national defense on a safe basis. The 
board, which is composed of three rep- 
resentatives of the navy and three of 
the army, is directly responsible to 
the president and in a measure unites 
the two branches of the defense net- 
work. General Moseley is a former 
member of this board,. 

Besides the uniting of fighting forces 
to industry, he commended the steps 
made to consider national defense on 
a nationak basis. War was formerly 
“state business,” he said. 

In a comparison of the Washington 
administration with the present po- 
litical situation, General Moseley said 
that the same problems confronted the 
first president of the United States 
and President Roosevelt: Namely, fi- 
nance and national defense. 

And, according to the area com- 
mander, the advice of Washington and 
of Von Steuben are being followed to- 
day in regard to the problem of na- 
tional defense. He cited the schools 
established to train general staff of- 
ficers as an example.

SURGERY PATIENTS 
BEING FED SOONER 
TO AID RECOVERY, 


ST. PAUL, July 3.—Hearty eaters 
who dread the surgeon’s knife may 
abandon their fears if surgery adopts 
a suggested theory to feed the patient 
as a means of speeding recovery. 

This procedure, involving abdominal 
and pelvic cases, is advanced by Dr. 
O. I. Sohlberg. of St. Paul, whose 
post-operative diet studies of patients 
from six to 7 years old have won 
encouragement at the Mayo clinic. 

Contrary to the established custom 
of starting the patient’s meals the 
third day after an operation, Dr. Sohl- 
berg says earlier feeding may give the 
man in bed “greater comfort” and 
remove “much of the horror of sure 
gery.” 

One hundred cases of early feeding, 
with an ordinary meal on the plate, 
showed more rapid improvement than 
that experienced by 100 patients on 


the orthodox routine, he said.

RAIN BY MAGIC,

Some clouds are fleecy and adorn 
the sky, but give no help to the dry 
earth below. They are.of goodly 
height, being from two to six miles 
above the ground. Often they are com- 
posed of ice crystals.

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“Woolpack” clouds. 


Dark rain clouds float at a height 
of a mile or so. They are likely to 
bring a heavy downpour. 


The famed cumulus clouds, of which 
the woolpack is a common type, are | 
thick and sometimes, but not always, | 
give forth rain. Often they are only | 
half a mile high. 

People who have planted seeds may | 
feel helpless when rain does not come; | 
but there are a great number who) 
have tried to coax the heavens te sup- | 
ply a shower for growing crops.

The men use bamboo tubes as 
squirt-guns. This may be done over 
a period of several days. It produces 
sport, even if it does not produce 
rain.

Fi irst Unified Bank. Check-Up 
In History Is Ordered by U. S. 


By RICHARD L. TURNER. 

WASHINGTON, July 3.—(?)— 
History’s first unified check- -up of the 
condition of almost all the nation's 
banks was ordered today, three di- 
visions of the treasury acting, simul- 
taneously. 

The comptroller of the currescy 
called for statements as of June 30 
from all national banks, the federal 
reserve board asked the same of its 
members, and the Federal] Deposit In- 
surance Corporation asked similar re- 
ports of the institutions affiliated 
with it. 

The last factor will bring into the 
treasury statistics on deposits, loans, 
assets and liabilities from 7,567 
state banks never before subjected 
to such a call by any agency of*the 
federal government. A total of 
6,327 federal reserve banks and na- 
tional banks, most of which fall in 
both categories, will answer the order 
of the reserve board and comptroller 
general, bringing the total reporting 
to 13,894. 

According to the latest treasury 
figures, as of May 24, there were 
14,826 banks of all categories oper- 
ating on an unrestricted basis, leav- 
~~ less than 1,000 not subject to the 
eall. 

The-institution of the Deposit In- 
surance Corporation made it possible 
to obtain the additional data. All 
state banks were invited to join, if 
they could prove their solvency, with 
federal reserve bank participation 
made mandatory. 

Furthering the original. intent of 
the federal reserve law, the deposit 
insurance system had as a bi-lateral 
purpose the further centralization of 
the nation’s banking system. It re- 


quires all participating banks to af- 
filiate eventually with the federal re- 
serve. Thus the 7,567 state banks 
later must become reserve member 
banks to continfe in the deposit in- 
surance system and then calls like 
that of today for statements on the 
condition of all but a comparative few 
banks will become matters of period- 
ical routine. 

Officials of the Deposit Corpora- 
tion emphasized today that the call 
was not preliminary to additional as- 
sessments for the guarantee fund, 
but rather, intended to obtain up-to- 
date information on the condition of 
the participating banks. 

“It is not the intention of the cor- 
poration,” said Leo T. Crowley, 
chairman of the corporation, “to 
burden banks with requests for data, 
reports - or other information, or to 
issue calls, except when absolutely 
necessary under the provisions of the | 
banking act of 1 

The temporary arsealt insurance 
law now in operation, guarantees de- | 
posits to a maximum of $5,000, back- 
ed by a pool consisting of "$150,000, 
000 of government money and an os-| 
sessment of. 1-2 of one per cent on | 
all insured deposits. 

The law was_ enacted 
1933, to run for one year with a 
$2,500 maximum guarantee. The 
plan then was that upon the expira- 
tion of the year it was to be suc- 
ceeded by a permanent law carry- 
ing higher guarantees. 


At the suggestion of the treasury, 
however, the temporary plan was ex- 
tended for another year with its max- 
imum doubled. No assessment in ad- 
dition to the original 1-2 of 1 per 
cent has been called for yet, how- 
ever.

ON BANKHEAD RULES. 


Cully Cobb Says System Will 
Involve “Very Little 
Red Tape.” 


WASHINGTON, July 3.—(Q— 
Cotton ginners throughout the south- 
ern cotton belt were assured today 
by Cully Cobb, government cotton 
chief, there will be “very little red 
tape” connected with their respon- 
sibilities under the Bankiead cotton 
act. 

Responding to numerovs communi- 
cations from ginners complaining 
about “red tape” which they feared 
in the compulsory baleage reduction 
program, Cobb issued a statement 
clarifying the relation of the act to 
‘the ginners. 

The Bankhead legislation levied a 
tax of 50 per cent of the average 
central market price per pound of 
lint cotton, which as been dete 


mined as 11.54 cents, on all cotto’” 
ginned above the 10,460.251 bales o 


| 478 pounds net weight fixed as the 
'maximum to be ginned tax free. The 


average central market price may be 
redetermined from time to time should 
the secretary of agriculture find it 
advisable. But at no time may the 
tax be less than 5 cents a pound. 

The ginners will be issned bale 
tags which they will attach to all 
cotton ginned this season when the 
producer surrenders tax exemption 
certificates covering the amount of 
the cotton ginned, or when the pro- 
ducer pays the excess baleage tax. 

Under the act an affidavit will be 
required from producers who take 
their ginned cotton home for storage 
and postpone payment of the tax. 
This affidavit may be sworn to before 
any county agent or county or com- 
munity production -.ontrol commit- 
teeman. This service will be available 
without cost to farmers wishing to 
postpone tax payments. 

Many ginners, Cobb said, have the 
erroneous inypression these affidavits 
must be sworn to before a notary. 

Internal revenue bureau representa- 
tives will visit the gins monthly and 
administer oaths free in the case of 
gin returns. Gin operators are required 
by the act to give bond for the per- 
formance of their responsibilities, bot — 
the internal revenue bureau, which 
will collect the excess baleage taxes, 
has decided two individnal sureties 
will be acceptable on any such bonds, 
meaning any property owner vith suf- 
ficient unencumbered property may : 
sign a ginner’s bond. “3
